Pupils Now Taking High­ 
er Work; Many More 
Expected 


An ordinance to bond the city of 
La Crosse for $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 for the erec­ 
tion of a junior high school on the 
north side will be proposed at a spe­ 
cial m eeting of the com m on council 
tonight. 
The 
schools com m ittee, 
consisting of Aldermen 
Paul 
Ma­ 
honey, 
A rth u r 
Schulze 
and C. 
A. 
W orth, will recommend the adoption 
of the plan. 
The bokard of education has had 
the building of a high school on the 
north side under consideration for 
several years. 
W ith the burning of 
the Logan school, it was found that 
the m atter would have to be brought 
to an issue definitely. 
Three hundred north side pupils 
are attending the 
Sixteenth 
street 
high school at present. 
At the time 
of the Logan school fire there were 
126 pupils attending the junior high 
school branch, situated in the L o g a n 
school building. According to William 
Luening, president of the board of 
edu* ation, this number will goon be 
greatly increased. 
School Must be Built 
"T h e time has co m e ," 
said 
Mr. 
Luening, “ when the north side must 
have a high school. In a short w'hile 
the south side building will not be 
able to accom m odate the student*. ’ 
Plans for the new building have 
not been completed. 
Two years of regular high school 
work, a manual training and domes­
